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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During these past months Dorset lost one of its most loyal and de- 
voted citizens, Henry G. Stone. Henry had served his town in one 
Capacity or another, as justice of the peace and selectman and many 
more, for some fifty years. We shall miss him and remember often how 
he was always there when you needed him. 

Dorset’s 1973 year was marked by achievement and failure. Again 
the Town’s operating costs were less than its budget, — this year by 
$524.00 notwithstanding extraordinary charges arising from the ex- 
treme mud conditions in January and the flood situation in June. Our 
failure was that we could not lick the mud condition which was the 
worst in many many years. Everything within our power was done, 
some 400 extra tons of stone and gravel were put in the worst places 
and only part of one day did we have to close any roads. The Town 
Manager was on the phone constantly with State Road Engineers to see 
if there was anything more that we could be doing. There just wasn’t 
enough money, materials or man power to overcome this freak of 
nature. We did our best and we appreciate the patience of our citizens. 

Compared to some Vermont towns, Dorset’s flood damage was rela- 
tively light. We did have some washing out of road sections and some 
stream and bridge damage. As soon as the flooding conditions were 
over, the Town Manager carefully assessed our problems and spent 
some 70 hours developing the paper work necessary to make us eligi- 
ble for State and Federal Aid to repair our damages. $6,563.00 has 
already been received and we hope for $2,615.00 more. 

Because of receiving this flood damage money, coming as it did in 
early 1974, the Town will not suffer because of a new ruling just made 
by the State concerning when towns will receive State-aid moneys. 
Whereas, we used to receive our total years State-aid money before De- 
cember 31st of a given year, the new system makes payments quarterly 
starting with July 1st, 1974. Therefore, the Town will not receive any 
State-aid money until then and will receive only two quarters in 1974. 
The flood damage money will happily carry us over this interim period 
without much less in total State money to be received in 1974. 

And speaking further of money, Dorset received $29,612.00 more 
dollars in Revenue Sharing Funds in 1973 and $10,456.00 so far in 
1974 and we should receive $10,456.00 on April 7 next. With interest 
and what was left over from the previous year, and with the Aprilcheck, 
we have approximately $57,561.00 to be allotted. 

On October 24th, 1973, your selectmen held a public hearing to see 
how citizens wanted to have Revenue Sharing Funds spent. As a result 
of that meeting, a schedule of payments is being put before the voters 
at the March 5, 1974 Town Meeting (see warning published in this re- 
port for details). All of these moneys are directed toward benefiting 
all Dorset citizens either in services rendered or in direct tax savings. 

In the list of warned items this year, a request for funds for a full 
time policeman is included. The need for such a man continues to grow 
and the dependence for police protection on the two constables be- 
comes more and more unfair. Voters may be surprised by the lowered 


Selectmen’s Report — continued 


costs of this service as compared with what we have suggested in the 
past. A big reason for this is the reliance we can now put on revenue 
from fines. We have already $3,971.49 in the bank received in fines 
during the past year. Some of these would be applied against costs for 
the balance of this year, if the policeman is voted, and for the next 
year and following years fines will cover a substantial amount of the 
costs. 
Following is how we arrive at costs for 1974 and 1975: 


1974 salary $5250 — equip. 500 — uniform 500 — maintenance 200, 
Insurance 200 — gas & oil 500 — cruiser 3500 — total $10,650, 
less $2650 from fines — net cost $8000. 


1975 salary $9000 — equip. 250 — uniform 250 — maintenance 200, 
insurance 400 — gas & oil 1000 — depreciation on cruiser 1000, 
total $12,100 less 3100 from fines — net cost $9000. 


A full time policeman for Dorset is needed and we hope the 
citizens will vote favorably for it. 


Town Government has changed very substantially in the past years. 
Henry Stone, who had seen more of these changes than any of us, was 
going to make a speech about this at Town Meeting. Where there used 
to be 12 or 14 meetings a year, there are now between 40 and 50 not 
including Board of Civil Authority meetings and Board of Abatement 
Meetings. To take full advantage of any government money available, 
stacks of reports must be constantly read and hours and hours of 
paper work done by the Town Manager and Selectmen. Act 250 hear- 
ings, hearings to do with power lines coming into Dorset, dog ordinance 
hearings, Zoning change hearings, cooperation with the School Board, 
Bicentennial Committee work — all take up a large amount of time. 

Without an efficient Town Manager, the Town just could not operate 
as well as it does. Our Town Manager put in more than 2,500 hours in 
work for the Town last year, and these work hours often started very 
early in the morning and lasted until late into the night. In addition, to 
all the meetings he had to attend here, he went to Springfield and Ben- 
nington and Montpelier for more. He is on the phone constantly with 
the League of Towns and Cities, or with legislators in Montpelier or 
with highway engineers on matters seriously affecting the Town. He 
diligently watches the development of different legislative activities 
which could affect the Town and acts accordingly. Twice in the past 
year he has attended hearings and influenced legislation. 

All these things and many more are part of Town Government car- 
ried on for the benefit of all citizens. We have raised the Town Mana- 
ger’s salary this year to a level commensurate with his services to the 
community and in line with salaries paid by other towns for possibly 
not as good service. We do not believe we should continue a lower salary 
just because it is there when a man is worth more to the Town and 
could get considerably more if he went somewhere else. And, if he did 
and there is no threat that he will, we would have to pay as much or 
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more for a new unknown quantity. That doesn’t make sense so we 
have raised the salary to what it should be. 

One or two more items. We want to thank Jim Stannard for repre- 
senting the Town in conjunction with plans for the veterans picnic at 
the McCollough Mansion, which went off successfully. We want to 
thank Russell Weston for representing the Town so well in organizing 
the beginning of an area Medical Center. We want to thank Col. Alfred 
Yates for his reviewing the Civil Defense needs for Dorset. We want to 
thank Eugene Bond and Arthur Gilbert for their work in getting Dor- 
set Bicentennial activity underway. We want to thank Mrs. Frances 
Fenn and her Planning Committee for their continual dedicated service 
to the Town, and likewise to the members of the Board of Adjustment 
for their fine work. We want to thank the Zoning Administrator, 
Arthur Pinsonault, for his service to the Town this past year. All these 
people have served voluntarily and without any compensation. 

As we wrote last year, there are still many unsolved problems. But 
we have managed to keep our costs down as witnessed by our low tax 
rate compared to other towns. We have an excellent Town Road Crew. 
We operate within our budget. Our tax appeal cases have been upheld 
in favor of the Town with very minor exceptions. The courts have up- 
held our position on untravelled roads, and on putting permanent 
structures on Town rights of way. But we still do have travelled roads 
on which work needs to be done and as money and time are available, 
we will do all we can. 


Dorset is a fine place in which to live and we shall do everything 
we can to make it continue to be so and at a cost we can afford.

TOWN AUDITORS’ REPORT 


Your auditors were again authorized to engage the services of a 
public accountant to assist them in the audit of the town records, and 
to prepare the financial data which follows. The firm of Joseph Saun- 
ders, C.P.A., which had done this work in the past, was acquired by 
Boucher & Marrow, with an office in Manchester Center, and they 
were employed to undertake the audit for the year 1973. 


Financial data for the Town for the calendar year 1973 is shown in 
this report compared with the proposed budget data for the calendar 
year 1974. As required by law, the accounting records for the Town 
School District are maintained on a fiscal year basis(July - June). The 
available data for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1973 as reported by 
the independent public accountants is shown herein. No satisfactory 
audit could be performed on the school accounting records maintained 
after July 1, 1973 because of their incompleteness, but examination 
has been made of the cash receipts and disbursements by the School 
Treasurer and these have been reconciled to the bank records. As a 
matter of information unaudited financial data, compiled by the in- 
dependent public accountants, comparing the full fiscal year budget 
for July 1, 1973 to June 30, 1974 with expenditures for the six 
months of the fiscal year ending December 31, 1973 is also shown. 


We are of the opinion that the accompanying Balance Sheet of the 
Town of Dorset, together with the associated financial statements, 
present fairly the financial position of the Town as of December 31, 
1973 and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

A letter written to the Town Auditors by William K. 
Marsh, Deputy Commissioner, State of Vermont, De- 
partment of Finance, lists a check paid to the Town of 
Dorset for flood disaster funds in the amount of $6,563 
dated December 21, 1973. The check was not received 
nor deposited until January 3, 1974 by the town office. 
Expenditures made by the town for flood disaster work 


are included in expenditures for 1973 highways and roads. 


Also included in the expenditures for 1973 highways and 
roads is an expenditure for bridge steel in the amount of 
$1,800. The town manager anticipates that the state of 
Vermont will reimburse eighty percent (80%) of this cost 
to the Town of Dorset. 


The following new equipment purchased is included in 
the 1973 expenditures for highways and roads: 3 


Snow Plow Hitch $1,040 
Two-way Radio (ordered) 645

At the 1973 Annual Town Meeting the method of com- 
pensating Town Officers was changed from a flat pay- 
ment plan to an hourly plan whereby town officers are 
to be paid at the rate of $3.00 per hour. The annual esti- 
mates of total compensation, submitted by a study 
committee, were voted as budget amounts. 


These amounts were changed by the Town Manager after 
some floor discussion that was not recorded in the min- 
utes of the town meeting.

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REPORT OF GREEN MOUNTAIN NATIONAL FOREST — 1973 


The National Forest owns and manages 1450 acres, about 5% of the 
land, in the Town of Dorset. National Forest lands are managed to 
provide a great variety of activities, uses and forest products, while at 
the same time assuring that these activities do not damage the forest 
environment. Resources of the forest are renewable, and, with proper 
attention, will continue to serve future generations as well as our own. 
These lands are open to you for camping, fishing, hiking, picnicking, 
snowmobiling, hunting, cross-country skiing and many other pursuits. 
The same forest land produces timber for lumber and paper, habitat 
for all kinds of birds, fishes and animals, clean water, and pleasing 
scenery. 


In 1973 several important projects were taking place across the 
National Forest. The energy crisis spurred quite an increase in the use 
of wood for fuel. Free use permits granted to cut firewood were ten 
times greater than last year. Nine permits were issued to Dorset resi- 
dents. Under provisions of the National Scenic Trails Act, the National 
Forest, working with 40 different landowners in southern Vermont, is 
purchasing rights-of-ways so as to administer the Appalachian Trail 
where it crosses private lands and to protect its users. The harvest of 
red spruce timber was increased in order to salvage trees dying from a 
root disease. Several illegal dumps and junk cars were cleaned up and 
taken to sanitary landfills. 


In 1973, receipts of the Green Mountain National Forest totaled 
almost $600,000 from sale of timber, permit fees from 6 ski areas and 
other use fees. Approximatley 25% of these receipts is returned to 
local towns for support of schools and roads. Dorset’s share was 
$873.92 or $0.60 per acre.

Report for 1973 


During the year 1973 the Dorset Nursing Association, a Medicare 
certified Home Health Agency, has provided the following services to 
the residents of the Town of Dorset: 

Nursing visits for disease and disability 585 
Physicial therapy visits 177 
Maternal and child health visits 6 


The Well Child clinics held at the United Church of Dorset and East 
Rupert have been increasingly well attended. The services provided 
have been recently expanded and now include physical examination, 
blood pressure reading, blood test for anemia, urine test, visual and 
hearing screening, as well as immunizations and an evaluation of the 
child’s growth and development. Appointments are now necessary to 
attend the Well-child clinics and can be made by calling the Dorset 
Nursing Association office — 867-4409. A Public Health Nurse from 
the Vermont Department of Health usually attends. 


The Health program at the Dorset Elementary School is under the 
supervision of the Dorset Nursing Association and is implemented by 
a nurse spending two hours daily at the school. 


Services provided include: 

Annual visual and hearing screening for all students, retests and re- 
ferrals with follow-up. Funds are available when needed to assist. 

Neurological screening examinations with referral and follow-up as 
indicated. 

Maintaining of health records on each child. 

Health policies. 

Arrangement for in-service education for teaching staff concerning 
first aid administration and other health related subjects. 

Participation in health related student education. 

Control of communicable disease by implementation of health poli- 
cies and throat culture program and immunization clinics. 

Pre-school physical examinations and related screening tests. 

Physical examinations for 5th graders. 

“Brush-In” for grades 1-2-3 and a ‘’Floss-In’’ for grades 4-5-6 and 
dental screening for K-8 grades by a registered dental hygienist from 
the Department of Health. 

Provision of funds for dental care for children who are in need of 
assistance. 

Parental contact by letter, telephone, school conference or home 
visit.

The programs this year were financed by private contribution from — 
the residents of Dorset, memorial gifts, Medicare and Medicaid and 
other insurances, income from the endowment fund, Agency of Hu- 
man Service funds and $1,100.00 from the Town of Dorset School 
District. 


An annual Diabetes, Glaucoma, Blood Pressure screening clinic for 
adults was held in Manchester in conjunction with the Manchester 
Health Services and the Vermont Department of Health.

Members of the staff attend educational workshops offered by vari- 
ous organizations (Ex. Vt. Heart Association) and educational facilities 
(Ex. U.V.M.) as well as in-service provided by the agency. 


The need for occupational therapy and homemaker services is 
presently being studied, and it is hoped that in the near future these 
services will be available to Dorset residents. 


Plans are under way for the purchase of a facility from which the 
Dorset Nursing Association can operate more effectively. Since its or- 
ganization in 1966, the office has been maintained in the Health room 
of the Dorset Elementary School. We deeply appreciate the School 
Board’s generosity and the cooperation of the principal and all others 
who have been helpful to us. In January of 1974 we plan to move 
temporarily to the United Church of Dorset and East Rupert where 
we will have more space from which to operate. 


We appreciate the support and cooperation of the residents of Dor- 
set, and in anticipation of continued support plan to carry out our 
programs for health care in 1974.

The Library acknowledges with thanks the appropriation by the 
Town of $500.00 for assistance in the cost of operation. This sum rep- 
resented five and two-tenths per cent (5.2%) of our operating budget 
for the year 1973. Annual public donations continue to be our largest 
source of revenue, followed by endowment income and earnings from 
the biennial Antique Fair. 


During the past year the Library loaned 14,706 books, a new record.

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TOWN REPORT OF DORSET PLANNING COMMISSION 
AND BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Planning Commission wishes to thank the Dorset voters for 
their expression of confidence in the By-Laws drawn up by the Plan- 
ning Commission after many months of effort and voted by the Town 
in March and again in May 1973. 


Mr. John Simson and Mr. Greg Burke of the Bennington County 
Regional Commission have continued to be a source of advice and 
encouragement and very concrete help. We feel that the Planning Com- 
mission and the Town are receiving invaluable assistance through our 
support of the Regional Commission. 


When variances have been needed to prevent hardship due to strict 
interpretation, where such variances may lawfully be approved, the 
Board of Adjustment has endeavored to serve with fairness and a sense 
of responsibility. 

The Zoning Administrator reports 22 applications approved. There 
were 4 Site Plan hearings by the Planning Commission. The Board of 
Adjustment reports 7 hearings for variances, 2 hearings for conditional 
uses, and 3 hearings in connection with an appeal — for a total of 12 
hearings. 


An ideal plan for the Town takes time to evolve and the process will 
continue. During the summer of 1974 a detailed mapping and review 
with the cooperation of the Bennington County Regional Planning 
Commission is to be undertaken. This survey will enable the Planning 
Commission to clarify the Town Map and delineate boundaries of dis- 
tricts more clearly. 


We wish to express appreciation for the patience shown our efforts 
in resolving land use questions, and for the cooperation extended the 
Zoning Administrator and the members of the Planning Commission 
and Board of Adjustment in observing the Town Plan and By-Laws.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL COMMISSION 


During the past year the BCRC has provided technical and legal 
advice to the very busy Dorset Planning Commission and Board of 
Adjustment. As one of the leading towns in the region in terms of sub- 
division and housing starts, the matter of good administration of 
zoning is very important to Dorset. The BCRC legal services program 
provided the counsel of Attorney Benjamin Partridge, Jr. to the Board 
of Adjustment. This service will be available again in the coming year. 


The BCRC staff assisted the Planning Commission and selectmen 
with the preparation and presentation of amendments to the zoning 
by-law designed to clarify several points that have caused confusion 
among persons applying for permits. 


The BCRC provided considerable staff support to the Medical Care 
Center steering committee appointed by the selectmen of the North- 
shire towns including Dorset. A report was prepared in part by the 
BCRC staff and circulated widely by the Manchester Journal. The 
commission staff is also handling the funds and mailings for the center 
membership drive. 

With the aid of the senior class students from Burr & Burton a sur- 
vey of solid waste disposal in Dorset and Manchester was conducted 
by the BCRC. It will indicate the economic potential for expanded 
recycling and will provide an accurate assessment of space remaining 
in the Manchester landfill. The study will make some recommendations 
to the Town for future action to insure that a trash disposal area con- 
tinues to be available to Dorset. 


With a State Land Use Plan adopted by the 1974 Legislature there 
may be a need for further work on the Dorset town plan in order to 
maintain full local control over land use. The BCRC will do whatever 
is necessary to help the Town Planning commission with that task in 
the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET — 1973 - 1974 


This is my second annual report to the citizens of Dorset. 


During the past year, the addition to the Dorset Elementary School 
was completed and occupied when school opened. This needed space 
has made it possible to operate the Kindergarten program within the 
school and also permitted the remodeling of a former classroom in order 
to expand library facilities. The entire educational program at the 
school has benefited from these actions. 


During the summer months it was determined that we would be able 
to transport the children with existing buses, plus one additional bus, 
by rearranging the schedules. We have been able to transport all the 
children with these vehicles even though enrollment increased this year. 


Committees formed of staff members throughout the Supervisory 
Union are continuing to work on Curriculum Committees in order to 
develop objectives for the entire educational program. 


Efforts are also underway on a district-wide basis in order to investi- 
gate and eventually develop a plan to provide for a local program for 
certification of teachers. 


The Lunch Program has once again encountered difficulties. At this 
time, alternatives are being investigated so that lunches can once again 
be available for the children at noontime. 


Through the cooperation of Burr and Burton, Foreign Language 
instruction is now being offered to eighth grade students. As a result, 
students will be better prepared for future instruction in languages at 
the secondary level. We greatly appreciate this effort by Burr and Bur- 
ton. Also, Instrumental Music was added to our curriculum this year. 
We share a music teacher with Burr and Burton so each school has a 
half time music program. 


Speech Therapy and Consulting Teacher services have been available 
to the school through the Bennington-Rutland Supervisory Union. 
Through these programs, children with speech problems or those who 
have learning problems receive essential services to help them over- 
come their handicaps. These services are partially federally funded 
through Title | of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act. Ad- 
ditionally, Title | has funded one-half a teacher aide at the school dur- 
ing the past year. 


Title Il funds have once again provided for the purchase of needed 
library and audio-visual materials.

| wish to express our appreciation to the Dorset Aiders for their ef- 
forts which made it possible to obtain needed equipment for the 
school and playground, and also for their assistance in the lunch pro- 
gram. 


We are indeed fortunate to have an outstanding faculty. Their efforts 
are especially appreciated. 


The Board of School Directors are to be commended for their ef- 
forts and concern for the education of your children. Their dedication 
is outstanding. 


We all appreciate the interest and support of the citizens of Dorset 
and we shall continue to exert every professional effort towards pro- 
viding for the best possible education of all our children.

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DORSET SCHOOL DIRECTORS REPORT 


The Dorset School Directors were required to be especially alert 
this year to new conditions. The construction of the addition and the 
enlargement of the library required supervisory time in excess of ordin- 
ary requirements. In this they were assisted with conscientious care 
by William McWayne whom they had appointed clerk of the works. 
The John A. Russell Corporation began construction of the addition 
on March 28th ahead of schedule. Despite delayed deliveries of materi- 
als and fixtures due to factors beyond the contractor’s control, the 
addition was in satisfactory shape for use by the second and third 
grades on the opening day of school in September. All contracted 
work has been completed and properly authorized application for the 
final sums for construction aid have been sent to the State Department 
of Education. The addition has already proved its value both as added 
space and as a facility for studying the value of the so-called open class- 
rooms. 


Six months of operation have disclosed but a very few deficiencies 
in the planning and equipment of the new addition. Sums for remedy- 
ing the deficiencies have been included in the budget for fiscal 1974-75. 


The School Directors were faced with some difficult decisions in 
respect to the purchase and use of school busses because of increased 
school population. What appeared in April to be a need for five large 
capacity school busses to transport 306 pupils to elementary and sec- 
ondary schools, required a hard look at the bus routings. With essential 
aid from Superintendent Houlihan, a bus routing was devised which 
made use of only three 66 passenger busses during fiscal 1973-74. 
Nevertheless, the Board was forced to buy two busses, one as a re- 
placement and one as an additional bus, and therefore exceeding the 
bus sinking fund. If the population continues to grow as is anticipated, 
a fourth bus will be needed next year. 


The School Directors would like to thank Mr. Edward Houlihan, 
Superintendent, Mrs. Helen Mach, Principal and the faculty of the 
Dorset Elementary School for their devotion to the education of Dor- 
set’s children. They would also like to thank the Dorset Aiders for the 
many improvements the Aiders have sponsored or purchased for the 
school in the last year. Thanks goes also to the citizens of Dorset whose 
sympathetic attitude has made the improved Dorset Elementary School 
possible.

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MOUNT LAUREL SCHOOL REPORT 
1973 


The trustees of Mt. Laurel are pleased to report another progres- 
sive year for the school, now in its 15th year of operations. 


There are 37 students enrolled for the ‘73-’74 school year, 11 
from Danby, 9 from Pawlet, 6 from Arlington, 5 from Manchester, 3 
from Rupert, 2 from Sunderland, and 1 from Dorset. For study and 
training they are grouped as follows: ages 6-8, thirteen students; ages 
9-12, eleven students and ages over 12 years, thirteen. 


The excellent full time staff includes three professional teachers 
and two teacher’s aides responsible for classroom instruction; plus a 
practical nurse, custodian and bus driver. There are also four part-time 
para-professional instructors who conduct very important home eco- 
nomics, work-shop, music and speech therapy activities. In addition, 
there are three volunteer workers who assist in the various educational 
and training programs. 


Supplementing the full academic program are many special events 
of considerable importance, some of which are new experiences for 
most of the children. They include: annual Christmas Party withrecord 
attendance of over 200 students, staff, parents, and community repre- 
sentatives; various field trips to places of interest, picnics, sports and 
gardening activities. The summer camping program now in its /th year, 
is a highlight for the students, eager to return the next time. 

Mt. Laurel’s basic program as a “‘special school’’, is designed over- 
all to prepare each student mentally and physically to be as self-suffi- 
cient as possible for later years. Essential therefore, are such features as 
the vocational and work-shop training required of older pupils, the 
health program for all, and the six week summer school classes pro- 


viding both educational and recreational activities. 


Each month during the school year, teams of trustees inspect the 
physical facilities and the educational and training programs of Mt. 
Laurel to maintain their continued high quality, effectiveness, and 
safety. Last year, under the supervision of the Vermont State Educa- 
tion Department, outside professional people were utilized to provide 
a complete evaluation of the school and its entire program, whose 
recommendations are now being implemented. The trustees and the 
staff are gratified with the very high rating of Mt. Laurel resulting from 
this professional evaluation, and express their continuing appreciation 


to the many people who supported the school in various ways during 
1973.

1973 MANCHESTER RESCUE SQUAD, INC. REPORT 


The Manchester Rescue Squad ended the year 1973 having responded 
to 355 calls, reflecting an increase of 22% over the 1972 total of 273 
calls. The squad members donated 1,394 man hours of their time to 
travel a distance of 16,769 miles. Of these 355 calls, 174 were classified 
as emergencies, 148 were either patient transfer or emergency trans- 
portation, and the remaining 33 were miscellaneous in nature covering 
fires and public functions. 163 trips were made to Putnam Memorial 
Hospital in Bennington and 77 were made to the Rutland Hospital. The 
membership answered 218 calls in town, 64 in the various Dorset areas, 
10 in Winhall, 7 in Danby, and the remainder in other nearby locations. 


More intensive and more comprehensive training was one of the 
goals that we achieved last year. Among the members to become certi- 
fied Emergency Medical Technicians last year were Ben Beers, Ray 
Carrano, Tom McGibney, Jim Mithoefer, Tom Molloy, Hugh Putnam, 
Lea Talcott, Russ Taxter, Ronnie Wilcox, and Stan Zecher. These 
members completed a difficult 80 hour course given at the Putnam 
Memorial Hospital, and raised our number of Vermont Certified Emer- 
gency Medical Technicians to 13. Russ Taxter, Lea Talcott and Jim 
Mithoefer became certified Red Cross Training Instructors and Mike 
Colgan, Jim Mithoefer, Russ Taxter, Ben Beers and Hamilton Hayes 
received instructor certification in External Cardiopulmonary Resusci- 
tation. Six new members were also welcomed into the squad during 
1973. They are John Calloway, Mike Colgan, Dick Olmstead, Ben Par- 
ker, Charles Skiptunas and Ken Wolfe. 


Last year also marked the completion of our much needed and very 
much appreciated building addition made possible by the energy and 
ambition of the membership and the munificence of the townspeople. 
We intend to have an open house as soon as more favorable weather 
arrives. 


The rescue truck is being temporarily delayed at International Har- 
vester due to a front axle supply problem, but we are in hopes to be in 
its receipt by May or June of this year. This piece of equipment will 
complement both the Fire Department and ourselves enabling each to 
provide better service. 


In closing, | would like to extend the squad’s thanks to both the 
townspeople of Manchester and the surrounding towns for their con- 
tinuing and valued support and to the police department, fire depart- 
ment, town managers office, and the dispatchers without whose dili- 
gence and competence we would have great difficulty functioning.
